a divorce several months later. 
Sto ry is a former student of the 
U niversity of Illinois and if he lives 
will receive a share in a large fortune 
when he reaches his m ajority. 
Two shots tired at intervals of ap­ 
proximately fifteen seconds, followed 
by loud outcries from a man and a 
woman 
screaming, 
“ M y God! M y 
C a rl!” announced 
the 
tragedy to 
David Boswell, clerk in the hotel. 
Boswell said he was telephoning at 
the time the shots were fired, but when 
he heard the commotion in the rear 
o f the hotel lie rushed into a hall, 
where he saw Story staggering from 
the room. 
The wounded man w alk­ 
ed several feet down the hallw ay as 
if trying to escape and then fell un­ 
conscious to the floor. 
He was fo l­ 
lowed almost immediately 
by 
the 
Poehler woman, who fell at his feet 
and reached with her arms to caress : 
the man whom she had attempted to 
murder. 
The police were notified. 
The money and valuables referred 
to in the woman’s letter were found 
by the police as she had directed. 
Two suit cases were found in tlie 
room, one being identified as S to ry’s 
from a large number of letters found 
in it. 
Letters were not found in the 
woman’s suit case. 
A drawer filled 
with what the police 
say were sev­ 
eral hundred letters which had been 
mutilated by the woman.

A 
new .32-caliber revolver, containing 
four loaded cartridges and two empty 
shells, was found lying on the floor 
by the bed.

Manu ei 
Alvarez, alias Bai m ero Mendoza, woo 
was convicted thre e : to ths ago of the 
forgery of a check for $25,00« , was a r­ 
raigned for sentence b efore Ju dge Ro­ 
sai* ky in general sessions. 
It was rem arked that this was the 
first time in the history of the Masonic 
order that its com m u nications figu red 
in open cou rt. 
T he commu nication, 
which was read to the i risnner b y Hie 
ju dge, was from the grand secretary 
of the ,\Ias< ns in Cu b a and was ad ­ 
dressed to E. M. L. Killers, grand sec­ 
retary of the grand lodge of New York 
state. 
It was in replj to a letter writ­ 
ten b y Mr. Ehlers whr". 
Ivarez, after 
his conviction. appealed t » the Masons 
of this state for help, claim ing that his 
trou b les were du e to the persecu tions 
of President Gomez of the repu b lic of 
Cu b a, b ecau se of his activities in the 
revolu tionary party. 
The letter from 
the secretary of the grand lodge of 
Cu b a states that Alvarez was a Master 
Mason, b u t that legal steps had b een 
institu ted to revoke his diploma, which 
fell throu gh owing to his flight from 
the cou ntry. 
The lette r contained this 
sentence: 
‘‘Alvarez is a grafter, a 
swindler, a scou ndrel, a u su rper of 
properties b elonging to his b rother, 
and was implicated in the assassina­ 
tion of a Spanish officer.” 
Alvarez was sentenced to Sing Sing 
for no less than three ami a half years 
nor more than nine and a half years 
for forgery in the second degree.
